107. (Previously Presented) The fragment of claim 103. wherein the fragment 
is linked to the carrier through a spacer. 

108. (Previously Presented) The fragment of claim 103, wherein the fragment 
is linked to the carrier by chemical crosslinking. 

(Previously Presented) The fragment of claim 1 03 , wherein the carrier is a 
heterologous polypeptide. 
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1 10. (Previously Presented) The fragment of claim 109, wherein the 
heterologous polypeptide comprises the amino acid sequence QYIKANSKFIGITEL (SEQ ID 
NO:8). 

111. (Previously Presented) The fragment of claim 109, wherein the 
heterologous polypeptide comprises the amino acid sequence AKXVAAWTLKAAA (SEQ ID 
NO:ll). 

(Previously Presented) The fragment of claim 103, wherein the carrier is a 
diphtheria toxoid.

118. (Previously Presented) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a 
fragment of amyloid-p (AP), the amino acid sequence of which consists of KLVFFAED 
(residues 16-23 of SEQ ID NO:l) and a pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle, wherein the 
fragment is linked to a carrier molecule to form a conjugate which helps elicit an immune 
response against the fragment.

(Previously Presented) The composition of claim 1 1 8, wherein the 
fragment is linked to the carrier by chemical crosslinking. 

124. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 1 1 8, wherein the carrier 
is a heterologous polypeptide. 

125. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 124, wherein the 
heterologous polypeptide comprises the amino acid sequence QYIKANSKFIG1TEL (SEQ ID 
NO:8). 

126. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 124, wherein the 
heterologous polypeptide comprises the amino acid sequence AKXVAAWTLK AAA (SEQ ID 
NO: 11). 

127. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 1 1 8, wherein the carrier 
is a diphtheria toxoid.

138. (Previously Presented) A vial comprising a pharmaceutical composition 
comprising a fragment of amyloid-{3 (AP) r the amino acid sequence of which consists 
KLVFFAED (residues 16-23 of SEQ ID NO:l) in a pharmaceutical^ acceptable vehicle, and an 
adjuvant. 

1 39. (Withdrawn) A method of prophylaxis of a disease associated with 
amyloid deposits of AP in the brain of a patient susceptible to the disease, comprising 
administering to the patient an effective regime of a fragment of amyloid-p (Ap) ? the amino acid 
sequence of which consists of KLVFFAED (residues 16-23 of SEQ ID NO: 1 ), and thereby effect 
prophylaxis of the disease. 

1 40. (Withdrawn) A method of treating a disease associated with amyloid 
deposits of AP in the brain of a patient susceptible to the disease, comprising administering to the 
patient an effective regime of fragment of amyloid-P (AP), the amino acid sequence of which 
consists of KLVFFAED (residues 16-23 of SEQ ID NO:l), and thereby treat the disease. 
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
